INFORMATION  AND  REGULATIONS 

The  library  is  free  to  all  residents  of  Milton.  Temporary  resi¬ 
dents  are  granted  the  same  privileges  as  residents. 

All  borrowers  are  allowed  as  many  books  as  they  may  need  at 
one  time,  provided  but  one  is  a  seven-day  book. 

Books  are  issued  for  as  long  a  period  as  needed,  with  the  exception 
of  new  fiction  which  is  limited  to  seven  days.  The  date  when  a 
book  is  due  is  stamped  on  the  dating  slip  at  the  back  of  the  book. 

Books  issued  for  seven  days  are  not  renewable;  other  books  may  be 
renewed,  unless  needed  by  other  borrowers. 

Renewal  may  be  made  by  mail  or  telephone,  the  request  stating 
borrower's  number,  title  or  number  of  book,  and  date  on  which  it 
becomes  due. 

The  Bulletin  giving  titles  of  new  books  added  to  the  library  is 
published  the  first  of  February,  April,  June,  October,  and  December, 
and  may  be  obtained  free  at  the  central  library  or  at  the  branches. 
It  mil  be  mailed  to  any  address  for  twenty-five  cents  a  year .

INFORMATION  AND  REGULATIONS 

The  library  is  free  to  all  residents  of  Milton.  Temporary  resi¬ 
dents  are  granted  the  same  privileges  as  residents. 

All  borrowers  are  allowed  as  many  books  as  they  may  need  at 
one  time,  provided  but  one  is  a  seven-day  book. 

Books  are  issued  for  as  long  a  period  as  needed,  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  new  fiction  which  is  limited  to  seven  days.  The  date  when 
a  book  is  due  is  stamped  on  the  dating  slip  at  the  back  of  the  book. 

Books  issued  for  seven  days  are  not  renewable;  other  books  may 
be  renewed,  unless  needed  by  other  borrowers. 

Renewal  may  be  made  by  mail  or  telephone,  the  request  stating 
borrower's  number,  title  or  number  of  book,  and  date  on  which  it 
becomes  due. 

All  fines  on  overdue  books  are  payable  within  30  days  after  such 
fines  become  due.  Unless  accounts  are  settled  within  that  time, 
names  will  be  posted  at  the  Library  for  non-payment,  and  no  fur¬ 
ther  books  will  be  issued  until  payment  is  made. 

The  Bulletin  giving  titles  of  new  books  added  to  the  library  is 
published  the  first  of  February,  April,  June,  October,  and  December, 
and  may  be  obtained  free  at  the  central  library  or  at  the  branches. 
It  will  be  mailed  to  any  address  for  twenty-five  cents  a  year .

All  borrowers  are  allowed  as  many  books  as  they  may  need  at 
one  time,  provided  but  one  is  a  seven-day  book. 

Books  are  issued  for  as  long  a  period  as  needed,  with  the  exception 
of  new  fiction  which  is  limited  to  seven  days.  The  date  when  a 
book  is  due  is  stamped  on  the  dating  slip  at  the  back  of  the  book. 

Books  issued  for  seven  days  are  not  renewable;  other  books  may 
be  renewed,  unless  needed  by  other  borrowers. 

Renewal  may  be  made  by  mail  or  telephone,  the  request  stating 
borrower’s  number,  title  or  number  of  book,  and  date  on  which  it 
becomes  due. 

The  Bulletin  giving  titles  of  new  books  added  to  the  library  is 
published  the  first  of  February,  April,  June,  October,  and  December, 
and  may  be  obtained  free  at  the  central  library  or  at  the  branches.

INFORMATION  AND  REGULATIONS 

The  library  is  free  to  all  residents  of  Milton.  Temporary  resi¬ 
dents  are  granted  the  same  privileges  as  residents. 

All  borrowers  are  allowed  as  many  books  as  they  may  need  at 
one  time,  provided  but  one  is  a  seven-day  book. 

Books  are  issued  for  as  long  a  period  as  needed,  with  the  exception 
of  new  fiction  which  is  limited  to  seven  days.  The  date  when  a 
book  is  due  is  stamped  on  the  dating  slip  at  the  back  of  the  book. 

Books  issued  for  seven  days  are  not  renewable;  other  books  may 
be  renewed,  unless  needed  by  other  borrowers. 

Renewal  may  be  made  by  mail  or  telephone,  the  request  stating 
borrower’s  number,  title  or  number  of  book,  and  date  on  which  it 
becomes  due. 

The  Bulletin  giving  titles  of  new  books  added  to  the  library  is 
published  the  first  of  February,  April,  June,  October,  and  December, 
and  may  be  obtained  free  at  the  central  library  or  at  the  branches.
